The Future of the Peninsula, 

But the future of the peninsula, 
for that matter of the Philippine Arehi 
pelago south of latitude 10° degrees, 
Mr, Du Bois believes, is as a rubber 
producing country, On the Be eae | 
growing 45,000,000 rubber trees | 
that will be ready to tap in 1915 and 
the planters expect to get at least 
$100,000,000 for the product if rubber 
holds up to $4.50 a pound, Only a 
small part of the peninsula is under 
cultivation and Mr. Du Bois” says 
there's a fine chance there for Ameri- 
can money and enterprise. Rubber was 
introduced into the peninsula in 1882, 
but it was much later before the plant- 
ers took up the work in carnest, 

Dr. Ridley, director of the botanical 
gardens at Singapore, was the man 
who proved that it was a rubber coun. 
try, He urged .the coffee planters to 
take up rubber planting, but they 
wouldn't listen until the blight hit the 
coffee. Finally about twelve men put 
in rubber on a large seale. They got 
their trees to the producing stage just 
in time to take advantage of the big 
jump in prices, and some of the plan- 
tation companies paid as high as 260 
per cent. Of course, the get rich quick 
speculator came along and floated bo- 
gus companies which sold worthless 
stock to the widows and clergymen in 
England. They hurt the legitimate 
companies a lite, but now, Mr. Du 
Bois says, the fake rubber men have 
been smoked out. 

Mr, Du Bois said that Singapore was 
as healthy a place to live as any if a 
man was a bit careful what he ate and 
drank, especially what he drank, The 
mereury in Singapore thermometers 
moves between 80 degrees and s4 de- 
erees during the year, It is on the 
boundary line of the seasons, and for 
365 days the rising and the setting of 
the sun do not noticeably vary. 

It is a land of remarkable feeundity, 
according to Mr. Du Bois, whe, to 
prove that his stories are not mere tra- 
velers’ tales, has brought baek a pho- 
tograph of a buneh of bananas whieh 
crew on a little tree at the side of 
Singapore’s principal business street 
The bunch is more than seven feet 
long, contains between 1500 and 2,000 
bananas, and in order to allow it to 
attain ifs maxiggjum growth it was ne 
leessary to dig hole two feet deep at 
the side of the tree, so that the 
would not lie upon the ground 
of this Mr. Du Bois is willing to take 
allhough an eminent divine has 
assured him that he will re 
election to a certain well hnown elub 
when this story is printed. 

The British Rule Singapore. 

The British who rule Singapore, 
keeping perfeet order with a handful 
of whiles among forty-one different 
races, 200,000 of whom are Chinese, 
are spending $20,000,000 in the port, 
and will construet there the biggest 
dry dock in the world, Mr. Du Bois 
sayes that they intend to make it the 
great naval base of the future for Eng- 
land of the east.

Soils said that a lot of Malay tin comes 
back to Singapore in the shape of gal- 
lon eans full of oil sent out in the 
Standard Oil company's ships. About 
{3,000,006 of these vii tins are dropped 
in Singapore every year, and at one 
time they went to the waste tlleap.

Any intimation, says the Hon. Frank Oliver, that he as minister 
of. the interior, had lost the confidence of his constituents, would 
destroy his usefulness at Ottawa.

Surely it is a sorry caricature of the Honorable Frank of other 
days, this man who calls liar from the piatform and then flees the 
town, who meets the. accusation that he has possession of money of 
doubtful origin with the defence that they cannot show where he 
got it, who steals stealthily into his own home and holds his meetings 
behind closed doors, who requisitions the police to protect him 
against the interrogations of his constituents and who asks that 
he be not openly flouted lest the expression of hostility toward him j 
should reflect injury on Edmonton. 

Time was, and not so long ago, when Frank Oliver s claim to 
greatness was that he was the honest member of the government, 
the one mian who could withstand the wiles, the temptations and 
the brutalizing influences of the corporation spoilsmen, the hardy 
westerner untainted by the love of luxury and unsullied by the 
greed for gain. It was on this representation that the electors 
chose him as their representative. 

And now, grown suddenly wealthy by means which he refuses 
to explain, he returns to Edmonton, the bravado and the swagger 
gone, and in secret conclave tells those whom he thinks his friends 
that they must rally to his support or he is undone. 

Not one word about the money. Not a suggestion of where it 
came from or where it went to. Not a syllable in answer to the 
charge that he led an intrigue to wreck a liberal government in 
the province of Alberta. 

But instead, a warning that they, his foreswern supporters, must 
beware of traitors in their ranks, 

Oliver talking of traitors. Oliver who loosed tlie powers of 
the corporation Mafia on the men who made him great, whose 
mercenary performances would cause Arnold to blush for shame and 
Judas to think himself a selling-plater, who has violated every! 
pledge, given and implied, to protect his country from the ruthless 
hand of the spoiler, and who has dipped his own arms elbow-deep in 
the plunder. 

No wonder he had policemen on the door.
